To repeal section 431.068, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof one new section relating

to blood donations by minors.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Section 431.068, RSMo, is repealed and one new section
enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as section 431.068, to read as follows:

431.068. 1. [Notwithstanding the provisions of section 431.061, any
person seventeen years of age or older may donate blood voluntarily without the
necessity of obtaining the permission or authorization of his or her parent or
guardian.

2.] Any person between sixteen and seventeen years of age may donate
blood, if that person obtains written permission or authorization from his or her
parent or guardian.

[3.]1 2. No person under the age of eighteen shall receive compensation
for any blood donated without the written authorization of his or her parent or
guardian.

3. The department of health and senior services shall develop a
parental disclosure form for all donors between sixteen and seventeen
years of age. This form shall provide informationregarding donor risks

and safety precautions.
